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Glover Disappears 


Sought for Psychiatric Exam

A hearing scheduled for 9 
a.m. today to certify as an 
adult Charles Glover, the 16- 
year-old prisoner “lost” in 
Collin County jails for 61 
days last year, has been 


postponed. 
Judge David H. 
Brown 
granted the delay to perm it a 
psychiatric exam ination of 
Glover. An appointm ent with 
a Dallas psychiatrist had 
been m ade for Tuesday, Jan. 
8, but Glover’s attorney Nick 


Warden was unable to reach 
the youth to inform him of 
this date. 
Warden said the Glover 
family has no phone a nd that 
he has been attem pting to 
find Glover through friends. 
He is now trying to contact 
him through the mail, after a 
v isit 
to 
D allas 
proved 
fruitless. 
Judge 
Brown 
requested 
the m edical report and a 
com p lete in v estig atio n of 
G lo v er’s 
social 
histo ry 
before deciding w h eth er 
Glover should be tried as an 
adult or as a juvenile in the 
arm ed robbery of Levine’s 
D epartm ent Store in P lano’s 
Park Mall on Sept. 26. 
G lover’s case created a 
sensation early in D ecem ber 
when it was discovered that 
he had been held in the 
McKinney city jail for 61 
days in v irtu a l so lita ry 
confinement without shower 
facilities or exercise, and fed 
on only two doughnuts and a 
TV dinner each day. When 
the situation cam e to light, it 
w as 
also 
believed 
th a t 
Glover had 
been without 
Energy News 


legal 
aid 
at 
a 
detention 
hearing. 
However, it has 
since been determ ined that 
Glover w as represented by 
counsel and the hearing was 
conducted legally. 
Glover and a companion 
were arrested m inutes after 
the 
Levine’s 
robbery 
by 
Richardson police when his 
car overturned on 
North 
Central Expressw ay during 
a chase. Glover, carrying 
identification stating he was 
19, was jailed in Plano and 
transferred 
to 
the 
Collin 
County jail on Sept. 28 
On 
Oct. 
6 
his 
mother 
brought in a birth certificate 
showing his date of birth as 
Nov. 3, 1957, and Glover was 
transferred to the McKinney 
city jail the next day. The 
county facility, condemned 
by the health departm ent, is 
overcrowded 
and 
has 
no 
separate quarters to house 
juveniles as required by the 
state penal code. 
A detention hearing was 
held on Oct. 9 with County 
Ju d g e 
W G . 
P ro c to r 
presiding. As allowed in the 
Fam ily Code, the hearing 


was conducted without 
a 
re p re se n ta tiv e 
of 
the 
D istric t A tto rn ey ’s office 
present. Dennis Herlocker 
served as G lover’s attorney 
for the hearing and county 
ju v en ile 
officer 
B axter 
E d w ard s su b stitu te d for 
Pete Barnes, Plano juvenile 
officer, at the hearing. 
Under the law, a juvenile 
p isoner can be held for a 
m axim um of IO days after a 
d etention h earin g before 
being 
petitio n ed 
as 
a 
juvenile deliquent or cer­ 
tified 
as 
an 
adult 
and 
released to stand trial. But 
Glover was held two months 
before his release. Papers to 
certify him as an adult were 
filed on Oct. 29 and W arden 
w as 
appointed 
G lo v er's 
attorney on Nov. 15, but he 
was not officially notified 
and le arn ed of his 
a p ­ 
pointment from reporters on 
Nov. 30. 
W arden then filed a w rit of 
Habeas Corpus and Judge 
Brown released Glover on 
Dec. 3 with no restrictions, 
after berating the county for 
its treatm ent of Glover.

before the rush hour. 
The engineers escalated a 
slow dow n

walkout Thursday to protest 
a “get tough” decision by the 
state-run British Railways 
Board to dock the pay of 
workers refusing to take out 
trains. 
The m ass train walkout 
stran d e d 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of com m uters and 
paralyzed much of B ritain’s 
already crippled rail net­ 
work. 
In an unexpected peace

DALLAS (UPI)—The last 
sale Gustavo Cuello made in 
his La Chica Grocery was a 
ham sandwich and it cost 52 
cents. He sold it to a killer. 
Cuello rang up the sale on 
his gray cash register and 
his jolly wife Maria warmed 
the sandwich in a little oven 
while the customer waited. 
He waited inside the small 
store the Cuellos, both 59 and 
refugees of Fidel Castro’s 
Cuba, had saved IO years of 
nickels 
and 
dim es 
and 
dollars to buy. 
“ That store w as their 
d r e a m ,” 
Julio, 
32, 
the 
Cuellos’ 
eldest 
son. 
said 
this week. 
And 
J u lio ’s 
face 
was 
shiney with tears. 
Forced to Kneel 
The customer who bought 
the ham sandwich never ate 
it. Instead, he pulled a pistol, 
forced Maria and Gustavo 
('Hello eight steps to a walk- 
in cooler and forced them to 
kneel. 
The killer then fired a 
single shot into the back of 
the heads of the grocer and 
his wife. Gustavo Duello died 
with a tiny gold cross in his 
hand. The killer then took all 
the money from the cash 
register, about $50, and fled. 
The Cuellos had owned a 
hardware store in Cuba. But 
it was seized by the Castro 
government and they were 
left with nothing.

and pla telets. The fatal 
outcome results from

hemorrhage. 
The Leukemia association 
has given $50,000 in grants to 
local research since being 
chartered in 1971, and has 
paid $22,114.00 for patient 
care helping 40 patients from 
D allas 
and 
surrounding 
areas.
